Other selected entries will be used throughout
the conference brochure and those student entries will be acknowledged by the Arizona Department of Education, Exceptional
Student Services. The theme, Trending in Transition: Engagement, Experience, Employment, reflects the conference purpose of
sharing the latest information related to strategies, expectations, and opportunities for youth and young adults with disabilities to
make meaningful and successful transitions to adulthood. The cover artist winner and his or her family will be offered scholarships
to attend the conference.
